So A. A. Busby, local figure bug, set his head and 
hand to work to' give us some idea of what S4 5,000,000.000 
is—just forty-five billion silver dollars. (Older citizens 
may remember what one looks like.) 

A silver dollar, Mr. Busby says, is V/z niches _in 
diameter. The circumference of the earth at the equator 

is 25,000 miles There arc 63.360 inches in a mile or 

1,584,000.000 in the earth's circumference. Dividing, the 
mathematician finds that 45 billion dollars laid edge to 
edge would circle the earth at the equator 42.6 times I 

Then he goes on to give us another slant on the 
vastness of that national debt by considering the weight 
of 45 billion dollars: 

It takes 17 silver dollars to weigh a pound, he says.

The act, rather than 
diminishing labor strife and the sit-down, as was intend- 
ed, only encouraged strife. At least that is the only 
conclusion that can be drawn from the results. 

Now the Supreme Court has ruled the sit-down il- 
legal. Specifically, the highest court rules that the 
National Labor Relations Board was "out of bounds" 
in ordering employers to re-hire, with back pay, workers 
who had been discharged for participating in sit-down 
strike violence and property seizure. 

The court was specific, also, in upholding the right 
of an employee to strike. But the right to strike, said 
Chief Justice Hughes in reading the court's opinion, 
does not license the employee "to commit acts of vio- 
lence and to seize the employer's plant." 

That is just what the public has been thinking since 

the sit-down started.

Modern equipment and improved 
methods greatly reduce the burden 
of ensiling grasses and legumes, 
save time and enable the farmer to 
put up a higher quality silage. 

Any green crop that is harvested 
tor grass silage should go into the 
silo just as soon after cutting as 
possible. In good haying weather, 
not over two hours should elapse 
between mowing and ensiling. Dur- 
ing cloudy or rainy weather some- 
what longer time may be permissi- 
ble. If the crop becomes partly 
dry in the field, water should be 
added at the silo in order to re- 
place the lost moisture and insure 
a high quality silage. 

In mowing the crop it is a good 
plan not to keep more than one- 
hall day ahead ol the needed sup- 
ply. A windrower wliich may be 
attached to either a horse-drawn or 
a tractor mower will eliminate one 
field operation. The windrower 
worits especially well on level fields, 
or fields that are riot too rolling. 

The use ol modern cylinder rake 
bar loaders saves a great deal ol 
labor. When selecting a loader it 
is well to purchase one specifically 
designed lor green hay. They will 
handle dry hay as well as green 
hay. 

Many experienced operators use 
square-shaped racks or dump truck 
bodies, and allow the hay to fall as 
it will from the loader, without hav- 
ing anyone on the load. When the 
green hay is hauled to the silo con- 
siderable time can be saved by 
dumping the load on the ground. 
Providing the silo filler is set in a 
trench or set with its wheals in 
the ground up to the axles, the labor 
of feeding the machine is greatly 
reduced. Standing on the ground 
and with the cutter lowered, two 
men can pilch a ton of green hay 
into a silo filler in 10 minutes or 
less. 

Almost any cutter that is in good 
condition may be used in ensiling 
green crops. Modern machines with 
feed rolls designed for handling hay 
crops are easier to feed than stand- 
ard ensilage cullers. The silo filler 
should be set for a cut of one-fourth 
to one-half an inch. Longer cuttings 
do not pack satisfactorily and may 
result in some spoilage.'*

Guernsey and Jersey — will each have 
thirty outstanding cows in the 
"Dairy World of Tomorrow." These

using a rotolactor equipped with mag- 
netic milkers to do the job. Calves

The animals arc chosen by a spe- 
cial committee from each Breed 
Association, and will come from all 
parts of the United States and Can- 
ada as representatives of the best 
that the breed can produce. The 
Aryshirc cow shown above is one of 
the animals chosen. 

In this exhibit not only the pro- 
duction of milk will be demon- 
strated, but the handling, bottling 
and sale of it will go forward under 
the eyes of the public. About one- 
third of the milk produced by the 
cows of this country is used as 
fluid milk. The rest is sold as but- 
ter, cheese, ice-creain, casein for 
paint, billiard balls, paper sizing, 
milk sugar for medicines, and in 
literally 'hundreds of other forms. 
The Borden exhibit will tell much 
of this story and give a belter under- 
standing of the place the dairy cow, 
as excniplificd by these pure-brcds, 
and the milk distributor play in the 
scheme of things.

Youth Saves Man From Auto;

of God very seriously and I do not 
profess to live up to it.' When God 
calls, our answer is not a matter 
of indifference and . . , not a mat- 
ter of presumption. 'It is not a 
life for which we volunteer, or on 
which we adventure of our own mo- 
tion, or which we have to carry 
through our own resources; it is a 
life for which we have a divine 
summons, and that summons is our 
justification' " (Arnold's Commen- 
tary). All believers are called to 
live a consistent, powerful, useful 
Christian life, and God makes such 
a Ufe possible. 

I. Living for Christ (w. B-12). 
^To live for Christ one must be 
^^ again into the position of a 
true believer. Peter was not so 
foolish as to urge that his readers 
try to live a Christian life without 
first being born into the family of 
God. He therefore lays a founda- 
tion for his exhortations by discuss- 
ing in the early chapters of his 
epistle the atonement of Christ and 
the position of. the believer. Then 
he gives specific instructions to cer- 
tain groups, leading up to the gen- 
eral plea for Christian life and testi- 
mony. 

1. Among brethren (v. 8). Know- 
ing what Christ has done for us, it 
might well be assumed that all of 
us who are His followers would love 
one another and do nothing but that 
which would promote Christian fel- 
lowship,. But human nature pre- 
vails even in the Church, and some-' 
times displays its worst side there. 
Hence we need to consider this in- 
struction of Peter that we cultivate 
unity, sympathy, and love among 
the brethren. Observe that this is 
not just a pious platitude which we 
may take or leave. It states our 
obligation to one another as Chris- 
tians. Whatever others may do or 
say, let us be clear that we have 
obeyed this word of God. 

2. With unbelievers (vv. 9-11). 
God has called us to live peaceably 
with all men. We will not cure 
evil by returning for it more evil. 
If our ungodly neighbors or fellow 
workers mistreat us by word or 
deed, we are not to retaliate in 
kind. We are to control our tongues 
— how much we need to learn that 
lesson. We are not to be tricky 
and deceitful, not to look for a fight, 
but to seek peace. 

3. For our own good (v. 12). What 
blessed assurance we find here for 
the believer. The eyes of the Lord 
ore upon both the good and the 

1 'Jl in the world. He knows. Con- 
t iftr 'also the promise of "bless- 
ing" in verse 9, of seeing "good 
days" In verse 10, the assurance of 
peace In verse 11. It Is not only 
honoring to God, but good for us 
to live as Christians. 

11. Suffering for Christ (vv. 13-18). 

Peter was writing to those who 
were bearing bitter persecution be- 
cause they followed Christ. Per- 
haps some were tempted to say 
then as they do now, "If there really 
is a God, if Christianity amounts to 
anything at all, certainly believers 
would not be permitted to suffer at 
the hands of enemies of Christ." 
Let us be clear that being a Chris- 
tian in no way exempts us from 
the common experiences of human- 
ity, nor does H assure us that we 
will not have to bear persecution 
and suffering. But (and here is a 
point of greatest importance), we 
ore able to meet such dilTlcuUles in 
the name of Christ without fear 
or discouragement, for God is with 

us. 

1. Not afraid (vv. 13, 14). The 
martyr spirit has not died out In the 
earth, and there are those in our 
day who stand unafraid before dic- 
tators and rulers who would destroy 
them because of their loyalty to 
Christ. "Be not afraid." 

2. Not discouraged (vv. 15-17). 
The one who knows God's Word 
(and every Christian ought to know 
it) can give answer (v. 15) concern- 
ing his faith. Note that if we are I 
punished for our own wrongdoing 
we may well be depressed, but if I 

- we meci persecution with a clear 
conscience (v. 18) we need feel no 
discouragement. 

3. Not alone (v. 10). The path 
-^ay be dark and diflflcult, but one 
y^ .'Vwe know, our Leader, Christ, 

W£"*'fed an even darker and more 
desolate road. He it is who is now 
with us, yes, in us. Remember that 
■ "Christ also hath once suffered" 
(V. 18) and go on your way in vlc- 
j tory.

Lake County Tuberculosis association 
reports. 

When boys and girls go to high 
school and later to college, they arc 
likely to become careless of their 
health and unwilling to admit that 
thev do not feel physically up to the 
mark. It is all too common when tlie 
search is made by school physicians to 
fmd students with early tuberculosis 
playing on football or basketball 
teams. This is a dangerous situation 
because the symptoms, if present at 
all. may be so slight as to excite no 
alarm. As the result of indiftcrencc, 
the disease is allowed to progress to 
the serious stage. It is possible to 
have tuberculosis for as long as two 
and one half years without any physi- 
cal symptoms whatever, the associa- 
tion points out. 

A case of early tuberculosis treated 
promptly by rest, good food and 
fresh air has an excellent chance of 
getting well, but once the disease be- 
comes entrenched it is difficult to cure 
it. For that reason the Lake County 
Tuberculosis Association is urging tu- 
berculin testing, with X-Ray examin- 
ation for positive reactors, to the stu- 
dents of high schools in Lake county. 
The Association will be glad to give 
a full explanation of this program to 
high schools desiring tuberculin test- 
ing for their pupils. 

The Association is able to make 
this 5ervicc available through the sup- 
port of the citizens of Lake county to 
the annual Christmas Seal Sale and 
will be able to continue this program 
just as long as this support is given. 
The regular scmi-weckly chest clinic 
will be held Wednesday and Friday 
mornings, March 15 and 17, from 8:30 
to 11 3. m. at St. ThcTcse hospital, 
Waukcfian. New patients arc rc- 
(|ucsled to make appointments at tlic 
nnicc, Majestic 1805.
